Multi- Million-Dollar In- 
dustry Prepares to Start 
Again — Control Fight 
Settled.

MIAMI BEACH, Fla., Jan. 3— 
This famous resort city, now also 
the crime capital of the United 
States and haven for hoodlums 
from all over the country, is get- 
ting ready to reopen its multi- 
million dollar gambling industry 
with a new boss in control, Frank 
Costello, “prime minister of the 
underworld,” investigation by the 
Post-Dispatch has revealed. — 
Costello’s emissary, Meyer 
Lansky, New York gambler and 
boss of gambling in Broward 
county, just north of here, settled 
a bitter struggle between two 
crime syndicates which were con-

Police and law-enforcement of- 
ficers have been interested spec- 
tators in the struggle among the 
gambling syndicates for control 
of Miami Beach. 

It is estimated the payoff to 
police and public officials in 
Miami Beach from the syndi- 
cates is about $1,000,000 a year. 
Across the bay in Miami, vice 
squad members used to collect 
$720,000 a year, which they di- 
vided with politicians. 

The public official apparently 
most responsible for the continu- 
ing delay in the reopening of 
gambling is Miami Beach City 
Councilman Melvin J. Richard, 
who was elected last June. Since 
his election, gambling on the 
Beach has been shut down oftener 
than it has been open. 

Richard, 37-year-old lawyer and 
a Navy veteran, said, after he 
took office: 

“More notorious national 
criminals live in Miami Beach 
than in any other city of this 


size in the United States. The 
criminal scum of the country 
is attracted here. Wide-open 
Miami Beach existed only by 
the approval of public officials. 
It is inconceivable that this 
could have been the case with- 
out money changing hands.” 

High stakes were Involved in 
the competition between the pow- 
*rful national syndicates for con- 
trol of gambling, horse-race bet- 
ting, the numbers racket and other 
enterprises. Miami Beach is re- 
garded as the richest single plum 
in the world for horse-race bet- 
‘ting, with a total of $50,000,000 
bet in a single year from hand- 
books in the hotels and in other 
bookshups. 

Besides the horse-race wager- 
ing, casinos in Dade county nor- 
mally offer chuck-a-luck, dice, 
poker and other pastimes.

ing at Second and Poplar streets. 
The robber, who had a pistol, 
forced the police officer to hand 
over his service revolver and 
then took two $20 bills from 
Pepmiller’s wallet. 

After reroving the bullets from 
‘the officer’s revolver and throw- 
ing the weapon in a clump of 
weeds,' the robber ran west on 
Poplar. A short distance away, 
Patrolman John Beck, who was 
walking his beat and was unaware 
of: the holdup, saw the fleeing 
man and ordered him to stop. The 
Negro continued running but fired 
twice. at the police officer, who 
returned the fire. 

Police Cars Gather. 

In the meantime, the alarm had 
gone out as the result of Pep- 
miller’s call and police cars began 
rushing to the scene. Bennie 
Borjas, a Terminal Railroad Co. 
crossing watchman, said he saw 
a Negro run into a lot, used for 
storing scrap metals, at Sixth and 
Poplar. 

Detective Sgt. Lyman Davis 
and Detective Ernest Paluczak, 
who were in one car, and Police 
Sgt. Emmett Hahn, Cpl. Palmer 
Krueger and‘ Patrolman John 
Speilm&an, in another car, con- 
verged on the lot. Sgt. Hahn 
parked his automobile so that its 
headlights would shine into the 
section where the robber was be- 
lieved hiding. 

The two detectives, with flash- 
lights and drawn revolvers, went 
around to the alley and entered 
the lot from the rear. They had 
advanced only a short distance, 
they reported; when they saw 
Williams emerge from a pile of 
metal and walk toward them. 

Ordered to Drop Pistel. 

Noti that he held a pistol, 
the detectives ordered him to drop 
the weapon. Instead of complying, 
they reported, he raised the pistol 
in a menacing manner. Davis and 
Paluczak fired seven shots point- 
blank at close range. Williams, 
shot three times in the chest, was 
dead on atrival at Homer G.

INDICTED ON FOUR 
PERIURY COUNTS 


Man Who Had White 
House Pass Accused of 
Lying to Senators in 5 
Percenter Inquiry.

WASHINGTON, Jan 3 (AP)— 
John Maragon. former Kansas 
City bootblack who later had a 
pass to the White House, was in- 
dicted today on four charges of 
lying to Senate investigators. He 
posted $2000 bond pending ar- 
raignment Friday. 

If convicted by a jury on the 
charges, Maragon would be liable 
to possible penalties of 40 years 


in prison—two to 10 years on each 
count. 


Charges Listed. 


A federal grand jury accused 
Maragon of perjury in: 

1. Saying his only bank ac- 
count in 1945 and 1946 was in 
the Union Trust Co. in Wash- 
ington. 

2.. Testifying that from 1945 
until July 1949, “he did not 
negotiate any Government busi- 
ness and did. not receive any 
money for negotiating Govern- 
ment business or for any work 
done by him in connection with 
the Government.” 

3. Stating he.was not em- 
ployed by anyone else when he 
took a job: with the State De- 
partment on a mission to 
Greece. 


4. Saying he borrowed $5000 
from his mother-in-law in 1949. 


Five Percenter Inquiry. 


The charges are all based on 
testimony that Maragon gave last 
July 28 to a Senate committee. 
The committee was looking into 
activities of men who offered. 
for a fee that frequently was 5 
per cent, to land Government con- 
tracts for business men. 


Maragon denied under oath in 
.secret testimony that he ever was 
paid for arranging business deals 
with the Government. Other wit- 
nesses said they paid him money.

Today’s assembly was mostly a 
formality. The real kickoff for the 
second session of the Eighty-first 


Congress will come tomorrow 
when Truman will tell the Con- 
gressmen what he expects from 
them in his State of the Union 
address to a joint Senate-House 
session. All major radio and tele- 
vision networks will carry the 
speech (at about noon St. Louis 
time). 

At a White House meeting 
which ended shortly before Con- 
gress met, Truman gave his con- 
gressional high command an ad- 
vance look at the message. They 
also went over his économic mes- 
sage, which he will send to the 
Capitol Friday. and his budget 
message, due Monday. 

’ Party Leaders Enthusiastic. 

Emerging from the one hour 
and five minute conference, the 
Democratic leaders expressed en- 
thusiasm over the President’s 
plans. Speaker Rayburn of Texas 
told reporters: 

“It looks like the country is in 
pretty good shape—I never saw it 
in better shape.” 

Others who sat in on the cone 
ference were Vice President Bark- 
ley, Senate Democratic Leader 
Lucas of Illinois, and House Dem- 
ocratic Leader McCormack of

“We plan an immediate and 
most vigorous protest against this 
action,” East declared. “There is 
no reason for the company action, 
as the extra men are paid only 
for time worked, and their reten- 
tion costs the company no money. 
This is an underhanded action 
and we intend to protest to the 
utmost.” 

The company and the union are 
scheduled to meet today with 
Vance Julian, chairman of the 
State Mediation Board to discuss 
arbitration of a new wage contract. 

The company announcement 
said the men dismissed represent- 
ed a surplus of extra operators. 
The company has been carryin 
400 extra men as substitutes for 
2100 regular men, a ratio of five 
to one. Normal ratio is seven to 
one, the company said, and the 
normal separation rate of extra 
men in the last nine months has 
reached an all-time low of one 
half of 1 per cent.

Agreement on Sharing Cost. 

The bill spells out the existing 
‘agreement under which the Secre- 
tary of the Interior will spend 
federal funds for construction of 
the Memorial in thé ration of 
three dollars for every giollar in 
currency or property advanced by 
‘St. Louis “or other non-federal 


source,” 

The title of the long-awaited 
authorization measure states: 

“To provide~for the e¢onstruc- 
tion of the Jefferson National Ex- 
pansion Memorial at the site of 
old St. Louis, Mo., in accordance 
with the plan approved by the 
United States Territorial Expan- 
sion Memorial Commission and 
for other purposes: 

“That there is hereby author- 
ized to be constructed by the 
Secretary of the Interior upon 
the Jefferson National Expansion 
Memorial national historic site, 
St. Louis, Mo., an appropriate 
national memorial to those per- 
sons who made possible the terri- 
torial expansion of the United 
States, including President 
Thomas Jefferson and his aides, 
Livingston and Monroe, who ne- 
gotiated the Louisiana purchase, 
the great explorers Lewis and 
Clark, and the hardy hunters, 
trappers, frontiersmen, pioneers 
a’nd others who contributed to 
such expansion.” 

It further states that the mem- 
orial shall be constructed in ac- 
cord with the plan approved by. 
the United States Territorial 
Commission on May 25, 1948. 
< Delegated Powers. 


.. Secretary of the Interior Oscar 
hapman is authorized to enter 
to contracts for construction of 
the memorial, employ landscape 
experts, sculptors, architects and 
others, with payments to be made 
on the basis of prevailing rates 
for such services without regard 
to federal civil service laws or 
the Federal Classification Act. 

The Interior Secretary also is 
empowered under the bill to 
grant any easements in the pub- 
lic interest.

He sug- 
gested a three-point program of 
United States military defense of 
the islands, no recognition for 
the Chinese Communist Govern- 
ment, and continued recognition 
and support for Chiang-Kai-shek’s 
Nationalist forces now on For- 
mosa.

Opens River to Freigh: 
Barges Bound for Wes! 
Reich—Coal to Be Car- 


ried on Return. 


VIENNA, Jan. 3 (AP)—Russia 
has opened the Danube river to 
Yugoslavia for freight shipments 
from Belgrade to western Ger- 
many, American officials an- 
nounced today. No reason for the 
unexpected move was advanced 
here. 

The first shigment, consisting 
of 2700 tons of pyrite reached 
Linz, Austria, yesterday, after 
passing through Communist Hun- 
gary and the entire Soviet zone 
of Austria. Its final destination 
is Regensburg, Germany. 

The pyrite was carried on six 
barges towed behind two Yugo- 
slay motorships. It is the first 
commercial shipment to travel 
through Austria on the Danube 
since the end of the war. : 

When the flotilla returns to 
Yugoslavia it will carry an ex- 
change shipment of Ruhr coal. 

Yugoslavia served notice last 
September that it was ending its 
commercial agreement with Rus- 
sia for joint Danube river ship- 
ping. : 

In August 1948 Russia, Yugo- 
slavia, Hungary, Czechoslovakia, 
Bulgaria and Romania had adopt- 
ed, over western protests, a new 
convention for control of the 
Danube. 

Yugoslavia’s severing of the 
pact gave it sole control of the 
250 miles of the river within its 
borders.

cause of his refusal to certify 
a public works bond issue until 
revenue had been provided, as re- 
quired by law, to insure the in- 
terest and yetirement payments. 

There was less public indorsé- 
ment of his attitude toward the 
Civil Service Commission and its 
director’ of personnel, following 
adoption of the merit system char- 
ter amendment by the voters in 
September 1941. His attitude to- 
ward the St. Louis symphony 
Society, as to the rental for the 
season series of concerts in Kiel 
Auditorium, displeased some who 
knew of the effort required to 
finance the orchestra. 

Attitude on Civil Service. 

Comptroller Nolte disapproved 
so strongly of the power given 
to the department of personnel, 
in fixing salaries, that he refused 
-invitations to confer with the di- 
réctor on a program of pay 
increases. 

“The entire text of the civil 
service amendment, intentional- 
ly er otherwise,” he wrote, “has 
been to confer the fiscal powers 
on the Civil Service Commission 
andthe director of personnel,’ 
Since salaries account for 75 per 
cent of the city’s expenditures, 
the financial destiny of St. Louis 
is guided by others than the 
Comptroller. I cannot inject my- 
self into a problem that is clearly 
no longer within my power as 
an officer of the city.” 

The Comptroller decided, be- 
fore the 1946-47 Symphony season 
began, that the city should get at 
least $10,000 for the season’s use 
of the Opera House for concerts 
and rehearsals. The question of 
‘ pay for stagehands came into the 
discussion, which was finally set- 
tled by the society’s agreeing to 
pay $7500 rental and $2500 for 
stagehands, making the total that 
Mr. Nolte had demanded. 

Opposed Tax Exemption. 

He repeatedly expressed opposi- 
tion to plans for tax exemption of 
housing developments; this placed 
him in opposition to the bill be- 
fore the Legislature, favored by 
Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann, for 
an effective meeting of the prob- 
lem of public housing. However, 
the Comptroller sponsored a reso- 
lution adopted by the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment, 
authorizing the spending of city 
funds up to $300,000 to ‘finance 
part of the cost of the 600-unit 
housing program for veterans, 
sponsored by the Builders’ Guild. 
The latter program. was aban- 
doned when the Guild was unable 
to reach an agreement with 
unions of the AFL Building 
Trades Council. 

His candidacy and election to 
an eighth term as Comptroller, 
in April 1945, when he was 73 
years old, was contrary to a plan 
for retirement which he an- 
nounced in the previous July. A 
genuine public demand caused his 
reconsideration. 

Reviewing at that time his un- 
usually long official career—he 
was sheriff of St. Louis for six 
years before becoming Comptrol- 
ler in 1917—Mr. Nolte told how 
he had turned down an oppor- 
tunity to become a banker. The 
late Festus J. Wade, founder and 
then head of the Mercantile Trust 
Co., invited the middle-aged realty 
dealer to his office at the time 
when he was preparing to run for 
the office of Comptroller. He of- 
fered him a responsible job with 
the bank. 

Wade advised Nolte against 
staying in politics. “You may be 
elected this time,” he said, “and 
perhaps for another term, and 
then you're out, with all your busi- |, 
mess connections broken.” . © It 
seemed logical, but after con- 
sideration, Nolte declined the 
offer.

Elected on Ticket With Kiel. 

His first election as Comptroller 
was on the ticket with Mayor 
Henry W. Kiel, then chosen for a 
second term. He succeeded James | 
Y. Player, a Democrat, and kept | 
Player’s office staff; he later cited 
this fact to show his approval of 
the non-partisan principle in pub- 
lic service. 

“IT have never removed an em- 
ploye because of his political or re- | 
ligious faith,” he said. ‘Selection | 
on merit, and insured tenure, | 
should be provided tw law, but 
the number of employes and the 
amount of their compensation are 
matters that belong to th elected 
representatives of the people.” 

His greatest care was.,given -to | 
the planning and alloting of city 
bond issues, and to the proper 
spacing and timely marketing of 
‘the city’s bonds. He figured in 
1945 that the total premiums re- 
alized on bond sales had come to 
$950,808, and that savings and 
profits in management of the 
bond interest and sinking fund 
had amounted to more than 
$7,450,000. Excerpts from finan- 
cial publications, attesting ¢he 
city’s high stand in the credit 
market, and in some cases prais- 
ing the Comptroller’s mariage- 
ment, were usually available for 
use in his campaigns. 

Revised Auto Service. 

As Comptroller, he reorganized 
the city automobile service. It had 
been the practice to furnish cars 
and chauffeurs to heads of all de- 
partments. He succeeded in plac- 
ing general service cars under the 


troller, having the words “City of 
St. Louis” painted on them and 
making it a rule that city cars 
could only be used during busi- 
ness hours, and then only with 
special permission of the Comp- 
troller. 

During his tenure of the office 
a total of $36,219,000 of city bonds 
were paid for and cancelled; of 
which $24,513,000 were maturing 
bonds and $11, 706,000 were bonds 
purchased prior to maturity. On 
the prior-to-maturity purchases 
the city effected a saving of 
$277,386 by buying bonds under 
par and reducing interest. The 
Comptroller thus saved on bond 
transactions alone an average of | 
$16,316 yearly while in office, or 
more than twice the amount of 
his annual salary. 

When it was time to. offer for 
sale the 1920 municipal bond issue 
of $3,793,000, and it was found the 
rate of interest to be paid would 
be 6 per cent, Comptroller Nolte 
advised the Board of. Estimate 
that the entire issue could be pur- 
chased out of the sinking fund, 
without impairing the city’s abil- 
ity or obligations to redeem prior 
bonds. Accordingly, the issue of 
$3,793,000 was purchased as an in- 
vestment for the sinking fund at 
442 per cent interest, effecting a 
saving, during the life of the 
bonds, of more than $1,000,000 in 
interest.

“I recognize that spending for 
defense, foreign aid, debt service 
and veterans’ aids takes up a 
large part of the budget and is 
hard to cut. But the very fact 
that we have some high and rigid 
expenses (to attain important 
objectives) mnakes it all the more 
necessary to screen our more 
flexible expenditures very care- 
fully.” 
Effect of Foreign Policy. 

Emphasizing the close _ rela- 
tionship between foreign policy 
and the domestic economy, Davis 
said the United States foreign 
aid program has made progress 
toward the economic rehabili- 
tation of Western Europe—but at 
the cost of “a somewhat adverse 
impact on the domes{ic economy 
of this nation.” He said this 
impact probably will be minor in 
1950 and described the situation 
as an example of trying to 
“attain the over-riding objective 
by sacrificing those less impor- 
tant or secondary.

The German 
buzz-bomb and V-2 were semi- 
guided.

The buzz-bomb first struck Eng- 
land on June 13, 1944, to mark 
initial tactical use of guided mis- 
siles. The buzz-bomb was pre-set 
for motor cutoff after traveling a 
pre-determined number of miles, 
following which it dived into the 
target area with its 1988-pound 
warhead. 

The United States Air Force 
and the Navy developed the 
weapon and are still working with 
it. One recently eluded gunners 
from 35 ships over an 80-mile 
course after launching from a 
submarine. 

Buzz-Bomb Vulnerable. 

The buzz-bomb was cheap but 
could be shot down because its 
jet motor could not fly above the 
atmosphere on which it depended 
for propulsive oxygen. It weighed 
only 2% tons. The Germans had 
to build the costly 14-ton V-2 to 
carry a warhead only 167 pounds 
heavier than the warhead of the 
buzz-bomb. But V-2, rocket-pro- 
pelled, could fly at tremendous 
altitudes and at 3500 mile-an- 
hour speeds, and so could not be 
shot down. Rockets carry their 
own oxygen. 

Many of America’s new guided 
missiles will combine rocket and 
jet power. They will be boosted 
to supersonic speed by rocket 
power and then the ram-jet en- 
gine will take over. Ram-jet, the 
simplest jet power plant, operates 
only when great speed forces in 
the concentrated oxygen needed. 

Launched by rocket, powered 
by ram-jet—and possibly with an 


the latter stage of its flight will 
become the “true” guided missile. 
when secret electronic devices 
guide it to its target. 


These devices may seek the 
heat given off by an enemy fac- 
tory, the light emanating from 4 
city or even a sound. When it 
arrives within a few hundred feet 
of the target, the proximity fuse 
developed in .World War II will 
insure explosion of the warhead. 

Development of the guided. 
missile now stands at a point ap- 
proximately comparable with the 
airplane in 1913. At that time, 
ironically, Dr. Robert H. God- 
dard, father of the modern rock- 
et, was experimenting in the Tul- 
sarosa basin New Mexico 
where Army and Air Force now 
carry on guided missile work. 

Copied U. S. Man’s Work. 

German scientists brought te 
this country after the last war. 
frankly admitted that they ap- 
propriated Goddard’s achieve- 
ments and out of them wrought 
the buzz-bomb and V-2, also the 
multiple-stage missile planned for 
trans-Atlantic attack. They be- 
gan the buzz-bomb in 1933, 11 
years before first firing it at an 
enemy. 

Meanwhile, in this country, be- 
tween 1916 and 1936, experiments 
were carried out with radio-con- 
trolled missiles such as torpedos 
and seaplanes. Capt. Delmar Fahr- 
ney, now in command of the 
Navy’s 250-mile test range at Pt.

The New Dictators 


In two years, 15 nations of this hemisphere 
have experienced revolutions, attempted revolts 
or resort to dictatorship. The trend in Latin 
America is toward rule by force. All this has 
happened while the United States concentrated 


, on the*plight of democracy élsewhere. 


Only Mexico, Cuba and Uruguay, of all the 
southern republics, have adhéred closely to con- 
stitutional government during the past six years. 
Turmoil first affected Argentina, where Peron 
became dictator, and Brazil, where Dictator 
Vargas was ousted. The record of the last two 
years is this:

Moreover, constitutional liberty has been sup- 
pressed in Colombia and Haiti. . 

South and Central America have endured a 
century of rough politics, but recently some- 
thing new has been added. Events of only 14 
months illustrate this. : 

Peru: a moderate reform government was 
destroyed by a barracks revolution. A military 
junta, accused of ruling for the wealthy Lima 
oligarchy, imposed martial law, but sought popu- 
lar support through wage bonuses. 

Venezuela: the Gallegos government fell to an 
Army revolt. The junta wiped out newly- 
decreed liberties, but continued public works. 

Colombia: a Conservative _ president was 
elected this year without opposition and in the 
midst of appalling terrorism. He is Laureano 
Gomez, a Franco admirer who once led a Colom- 
bian Fascist movement. 

Panama: a police revolt brought Dr. Arnulfo 
Arias back to the presidency. He is a rabid 
nationalist once considered pro-Nazi, but advo- 
categ some socialistic ideas. 

In each of these cases, the new teadership is 
unlike the many strong men who vied for power 
in the past. The rulers are relatively young, 
endowed with ambition and nationalism, and 
aware of the impelling demand for social re- 
form. They have tried to court their people with 
social benefits, while holding power by force. 

The pattern of.the-new dictators is increas- 
ingly similar to that of Peron, if not of Franco. 
This pattern can hardly be ‘satisfactory to the 
United States. 

Yet the United States must share some re- 
sponsibility for what has happened. Our arms- 
aid program helped to entrench the rule of 
force. By contrast our economic assistance, in- 
tended to raise living standards, never came 
close to Latin American expectations. 

Recently a congressional subcommittee re- 
turned from the south with proposals to expand 
technical and economic help for the neighbor 
republics. Representative Carnahan of Missouri 
believes this to be the best way of assuring 
friendship. And while poverty is the lot of so 
many peoples, democracy will never be secure. 

- The irony is that military dictatorships arose 
next door while we attended to democracy 
across the street. Our back was turned.

Gen. MacArthur’s remark on Japanese self- 
defense was unfortunate, any way he intended 
it.

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Lafayette Clips Some Ivy 

Lafayette College is 123 years old, Presby- 
terian in origin and respected in the academic 
field. If not a direct branch of the Ivy League, 
it still can claim to be a sprig of the vine. So 
many Lafayette alumni will be surprised -and 
chagrined to learn that the college has accepted 
a $13,506 bequest, on such terms that the money 
cannot be used to aid Catholic or Jewish 
students.

Menace of “Political” Gambling 


The Mirror 


Public Opinion 


On the underworld border a sinister new kind of operator is 
emerging, newspaper finds; the commercial gambling “tygoon” 

thrives where officials are friendly and the public is apathetic; since 
worsé crime follows gambling,. it is folly to remain unconcerned.

By way of editorial postscript to Edward 
T. Folliard’s informative and admirably 
prepafed series of articles in The Wash- 
ington Post, we suggest that the stories of 
the country’s three leading ‘“‘tygoons” have 
a meaning for the citizen as well as the 
law enforcement officer and the’ legis- 
lator. 

The facts that Mr. Folliard dug out 
make it apparent that organized gambling 
is a large American 
enterprise and that 
its generous rewards 
are  disconcertingly 
inconsistent with the 
notion that success 
comes only to the 
honest and law-abid- 
ing. Because of the 
known =i relationship 
between big gam- 
bling and worse 
crime no one can af- 
ford to be com- 
placent over these 
disclosures of &y¥ys- 
tematic flouting of 
Fiorello LaGuardia 

Messrs. Costello, 

Adonis and Erickson operate in a kind of 
borderland between the underworld and 
the world of legitimate activities. They 
are well acquainted, however, on both 
sides of the frontier. Mr. Folliard found 
no direct evidence that their gambling en- 
terprises were in any way connected with 
the more sinister rackets concerned with 
extortion, intimidation and sometimes 
murder. 

Nor did he find any evidence to support 
the popular belief that professional gam- 
bling in the United States is now con- 
trolled and frequently rigged by a single, 
powerful syndicate. He did, however, find 
plenty of evidence that an intimate alli- 
ance does .exist in many places between 
powerful gamblers and politicians. 

This must be considered in connection 
with Mr. Costello’s protestations to Mr. 
Folliard that, although he is a professional 
gambler, he does hot operate where he is 
not wanted. Obviously Mr. Costello’s way 
of determining, whether or not he is 
wanted is not by plebiscite but by the at- 
titude of the local authorities. And, as 
Mr. Folliard observed, there is no federal 
law that prevents Mr. Costello from oper- 


ating wherever he does consider himself 


wanted. 

At the same time there exists among 
many iocal and federal law-enforcement 
officers an open disbelief in Mr. Costello’s 
assertions that he is a gambler, pure and 
simple, having nothing to do with any of 
the variows other rackets with which 
rumor so often associates his name. 

But even taking Mr. Costello’s profes- 


sions at face value, the question remains 
what to do about him and about his col- 
leagues, Mr. Adonis and Mr. Erickson. 
The most. effective answer could be given 
by the people themselves. Free and other- 
wise law-abiding citizens ought to realize 
the consequences of giving financial sup- 
_— and social recognition to men of this 
ilk. 


Men and women who would not think 
of stealing or committing assault should be 
able to see that by placing illegal gam- 
Bling bets they are contributing to the sub- 
version of police departments and the 
general breakdown of law and order. 
Gambling could not possibly flourish if 
citizens who are law-abiding in other re- 
spects would turn their backs upon it. 


Still more obvious is the duty of public 
officials and community leaders to take a 
realistic view of the gambling racket. In- 
stead, party leaders, police officers and 
ethers sqmetimes appear in public with 
the “‘tygoons.” In these circumstances it 
is difficult to persuade the rank and file 
to view these characters as public enemies. 
What we need in official life is more of 
the kind of contempt that Fiorello La- 
Guardia manifested toward the gamblers 
and their henchmen. 


Some good should also result from keep- 
ing the gamblers and the lower denizens 
of the underworld in public view. Citi- 
zens must be aware of these slick oper- 
ators and of their ill-gotten gains if they 
are to create the kind of public opinion 
that will keep police departments on their 
toes. 

The Federal Government, too, may well 
manifest a greater interest in the problem 
than the mere collection of income taxes 
from the gamblers. * There has been some 
talk in Congress of a bill to control the 
transportation of gambling devices in in- 
terstate commerce. This may offer one 
constructive step that can be taken 
nationally. 

Some attention ought to be given also 
to the jurisdictional mumbo-jumbo that 
permits such well-known gambling opera- 
tions as those of Snags Lewis to escape 
the toils of the law. 


The major responsibility, however, falls 
upon the communities lves. Any 
police force willing fo put forth a deter- 
mined and persistent effort can suppress 
organized gambling. This has been proved 
many times, and the big gamblers make a 
routine practice of shifting their opera- 
tions away frem cities where the law ,is

Great Prophet of Hellfire 


JONATHAN EDWARDS, by Perry Miller, (William 
Sloane Associates, New York, pgs., $3.50 

In placing Jonathan Edwards in the 
American Men of Letters Series, Mr. 
Miller has been concerned about re- 
establishing for him the esteem in which 
he was held at an earlier day for his intel- 


* lectual strength and literary grace, less 


recognized latterly because of the theo- 
logical extravagances which have come to 
overshadow his more excellent qualities. 
To that end the author has evoked ex- 
amples as proof of the great New Eng- 
lander’s brilliance and power. He has at 
the same time dealt adequately with the 
excesses in the name of religion at the 
time of “the Great Awakening” that 
spurred his psychological researches. 

The author’s study of the “Narrative” 
(“A Faithful Narrative of the Surprising 
Work of God in the Conversion of Souls in 
Northampton, and the Neighboring Towns, 
and Villages’’), including the case histories 
of Abigail Hutchinson and Phebe Bartlett, 
is not an apology for Jonathan Edwards, 
and the point is made that nothing is 
gained in exoneration of the man by 
pleading the standards of his age. Justifi- 
cation of the “Narrative” was that it per- 
fected a formuia of escape for bewildered 
English Nonconformists from an intellec- 
tual dilemma by opening an avenue into 
emotion and “sensibility.” 

Edwards’ treatise, “‘A Careful and Strict 
Enquiry into the Modern Prevailing No- 
tions of that Freedom of Will, which is 
Supposed to be Essential to Moral Agency, 
Virtue and Vice, Reward and Punishment, 
Praise and Blame,” is recagnized as the 
cornerstone of Edwards’ fame, his most 
sustained intellectual achievement, “the 
most powerful piece of sheer forensic ar- 
gumentation in American literature.” 


In extenuation of Edwards’ preoccupa- 
tion with hellfire, Mr. Perry at the end 
offers the suggestion that, although the 
Edwards’ version was crude and primitive, 
he was working as an artist dealing in 
disproportions and foreshortened perspec- 
tives. 

Mr. Miller, who is professor of Ameri- 
can literature at Harvard and is the au- 
thor of several other books dealing with 
New England and the Puritans, has made 
a profound study of Jonathan Edwards, 
with necessary involvement in the confu- 
sions and obscurities of the man who made 
a virtue of obfuscations by using them as 
weapons to disconcert and confound his 
enemies in dialectic battles.

back for the bench and was 
chased back into the game by 
Fesler. Delay and penalty. In 
its new position the ball appeared 
to be at a more advantageous 
angle for the field goal try—so 
maybe it was a bit of strategy, 
that delay. 

A flubbed punt wrecked Cali- 
fornia’s last chance and it was 
that perfect three-pointer by 
Hague that put Ohio State home 
triumphantly. 

As the cheers of 100,963 fans 
reached earthquake crescendo, 
Hague, who had previously boot- 
ed two vital extra points, stood 
on the California 18 and with’ 
‘magnificent nonchalance kicked 
the winning field goal. It was 
Hague who had put Ohio State 
in the Rose Bowl in the first 
place with the extra point boot 
that tied Michigan and gave the 
Buckeyes the Big Ten title late 
in November. That was a his- 
toric boot, too, because he made 
it on his third try—after Michi- 
gan twice had been offside and 
his previous kicks had miscar- 
ried. ' , 
Bears’ Error Is Fatal. 

Only a few minutes before, 
California Quarterback Bob Cel- 
eri muffed a chance to be a hero 
when after taking a bad pass 
from center on his own 10, he 
had to go back to his five, then 
kicking hurriedly and with his 
wrong foot on a dead run, got 
off a punt that carried only to 
his 13. Celeri later accepted “60 
per cent of the blame for the 
blunder” which probably kept the 
bitterly fought game from end- 
ing in a 14-14 tie.

The opponents have melded 
aces, queens, jacks, and sixes;

You certainly would like to. It 
would give you, in addition to the 
meld of eights, three natural 
nines. Ir you choose not to meld 
the nines at once, it would actual- 
ly add a card to your hand—al- 
ways a desirable result. But you 
don’t do it—because of the wild 
card your partner has just added 
to your canasta base. 

Why should partner have done 
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that? He ruined your chance for 
a natural canasta and, by giving 
up a wild card, decreased his own 
chance to get the pack. He must 
be anxious for. you to complete 
the canasta if you can and let him 
play to go out. Perhaps he is al- 
ready out if the three cards in 
his hand are matched, provided 
you can complete the canasta. 

Instead of taking the pack, you 
must draw from the stock, plan- 
ning to add your two deuces to his 
kings and complete the canasta. 
If you are lucky enough to draw 
a natural king, should you hold 
onto your other deuce, or should 
you make an additional meld? 
We'll discuss that subject here to- 
morrow. 

Question: Point values of indi- 
vidual cards are scored in addi- 


tion to the bonus value of the 


melds they make up. Does this 
mean each red three is worth 5 
points in cards in addition to the 
100 paint bonus value? 


Answer: No. Red threes have no 
card point value.

Albert Painton, Who Turned Swamp Into Rich Plantation, Set Aside Hil for Birds, Animals

HUS it was a promised land 
T for Albert Painton when at 
the age of 47 he came out 
from Malden and with the finan- 
cial backing of W. C. Townley, 


with whom he entered into part- 


nership, purchased 2000 acres at 
the prevailing low prices on pub- 
lic lands. Into the swamp he 
plunged, made there a home for 
his family and laid the founda- 
fions for the fortune that in the 
years to come he would win. 

In the course of time the Paint- 
on enterprises became a family 
affair, for Painton the pioneer 
was fortunate in his children, two 
boys and four girls, all but one 
of whom have been and ‘continue 
to be actively associated with him 
in the clearing and development 
of. the land and his associated 
projects that were built up after 
he took over the interest of his 
partner. 

The swamp when he came was 
alive with the game of the re- 
gion that found dry footing on 
his 40-acre hill. when the waters 
covered the land; and the birds 
were many in the treetops. In 
the small creatures and ‘flocks 
he found companionship, and it 
was never his wish to destroy 
them. They were welcome to take 
forage from his forest and fing 
refuge on his hill. They were 
not less welcome when forest 
gave way to tilled fields and

they fed upon his crops. 

What was forest and swamp 
when the Paintons came is a 
great plantation now, enlarged to 
2680 acres, crisserossed with 
drainage ditches, where cotton, 
corn, soybeans and clover grow 
and herds of cattle and droves 
of hogs fatten. In the pastures are 
80 Angus cows and in the fields 
there are 400 hogs all the time. 

In the little town where the. 
Paintons live and which bears 
their name there Is the Painton 
store that was set up to serve the 
needs of the timber cutters and 
has been continued to supply the 
Painton tenants and their neigh- 
bors. In the store is the post of- 
fice which Albert Painton served 
as postmaster for 20 years until 
he was retired at the age of 70. 
The post office is now in charge 
of his son-in-law, L. E. Jeffries. 
One. of his sons 1s the rural mail 


\carrier for the area. 


Painton and his children are 
content to cultivate about 1000 
acres. The rest of the land is 
tilled by 10 tenants. Painton buys 
grain from other farmers and 
ships it out over the Cotton Belt, 


which has a siding at Painton 
station. 

It is a matter of regret to Al- 
bert Painton that there is no 
school or church in the town of 
Painton, though the district school 
is not far away and churches are 
not too distant. When he came, 
Painton felt an obligation to pro- 
vide a church for his workers and 
others and built one near the 
store, but there was not much in- 
terest in it. In time it fell into 
disuse and was torn down. 


~*~ * * 


LL through the years when 

the Paintons were redeeming 

the land and putting it to 
good uses, the 40-acre hill stood 
there in the midst of their hold- 
ings, rock-ribbed, a geological up- 
thrust of an ancient time, in a 
flat and rockless land, serving 
no purpose except for sparse and 
casual pasturage. 

Even that was poo? use to make 
of it, as Painton came to realize, 
for the young trees were killed 
by the foraging animals and ero- 
sion set in. He decided that tim- 
ber growth would be more profit- 


able and would put a stop to the 
erosion. 

Then, four years ago, it came 
to him that there was one good 
use that could be made of it. It 
could be a refuge for small an- 
imals, as it had been when there 
was water over the land, and 
coverage for birds in need of it 
since the trees were leveled and 
even the fencerows of the later 
time had been cleared by effi- 
cient farming. 


No sooner thought than done, 
Painton’s hill was named a game 
reserve and a fence was put 
around it to make it stick against 
marauding stock and trespassing 
hunters. The invitation was to 
all wild things, squirrels, rabbits, 
raccoons, woodchucks, opossums 
and even foxes. For although 
foxes have their faults there was 
no way to exclude them without 
restricting the hill’s hospitality, 
and Painton didn’t want to do 
that. As for the birds, the refuge 
was theirs, too, to be used accord- 
ing to their need, particularly 
quail, whose lot it is to be hunted.

Calling Him ae“Bonehead.” 


T has been said that some of 

the best writing in American 

periodicals is to be found on 
the sports pages of our news- 
papers. Here is an instance where 
a sports writer at least made a 
lasting impression on our language 
with the contribution of a new 
word. 

The writer was Charles Dryden 
who died in Chicago in 1931, in 
his seventy-second year. The word 
“bonehead” was his brainchild. 
Before Dryden there were syno- 
nyms for stupidity and numerous 
ways of characterizing it. But 
what epithet could so precisely 
and so completely, so devastat- 
ingly—and so satisfyingly for the 
abuser—describe stupidity or in- 
adequacy of a most unforgiveably 
irritating kind? What could com- 
pare, for the purpose, with “bone- 
head”? 

And it was inadequacy of the 
most irritating kind in the world 
for the legion of American base- 
ball fans which inspired Dryden 
to the invention of this term. The 
event was the now historic play 
in which Fred Merkle, first base- 
man of the New York Giants, 
failed to touch second base in the 
1908 post-season playoff game with 
the Chicago Cubs at the New 
York Polo Grounds. This lost the 
game and the National League 
championship for the Giants. It 
caused a riot. More—it evoked 
from Charles Dryden, in his de- 
scription of the play in his news- 
paper report, the new epithet, 
“bonehead.”

OOD_ selection is more than a

Waste will be large, 
and at the same time. wilted 
vegetables have lost some of their 
valuable vitamin content. This is 
also true of shelled peas or lima 
beans, excepting in quick frozen 
form. 

If you find a bargain in a 
vegetable and it is one which the 
family will be glad to have two 
days in succession, you should 
plan to care for it in your home 
kitchen in such a way that it will 
keep fresh. If possible, make 
room in your refrigerator for the 
washed vegetables which, _how- 
ever, should not be shelled or 
cut. Vegetables such as potatoes 
and onions should be kept in a 
cool, dark place. Riboflavin, 
which is part of the B2 complex, 
is destroyed by light. 

Now comes the question of 
preparing vegetables so as to pre- 
serve the food value for which 
you have paid. In general, they 
should be made ready as near 
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time of using as possible, and 
they should not be soaked in 
water, especially after they are 


scraped, pared and cut, as some 


of the minerals and the vitamins 
will be lost. 
cauliflower and cabbage may be 
soaked in salt water a short time 
to draw out any insects which 
they may contain. Spinach and 
other greens must be washed in 
several waters to remove the 
sand, but should not be allowed 
to soak. 

When it comes to cooking, the 
general rule is a short time in a 
small amount of salted water in 
a covered pan. When you use a 
pressure cooker, you wil] follow 
these directions, but they also 
should be used with the ordinary 
saucepan. There has been a 
request from a reader for the 
method of preparation and cook- 
ing ‘French artichokes. This 
vegetable is usually expensive 
and for this reason you should 
be even more careful with its 
preparation. 

French Artichokes. 


Wash artichokes under running 
water, remove tough outer leaves, 
and trim stems. Have ready in 
heavy kettle about 2 inches of 
boiling water. Add a dash each of 
salt and sugar and place artichoke 
stem ends down in water. Cover 
tightly and cook over low heat 
about 30 minutes, until an outer 
leaf can be easily pulled from 
stem. Time of cooking will de- 
pend upon the size of artichokes. 
Drain upside down. Serve on hot 
individual plates accompanied by 
small cups of melted butter, 
Vinaigrette sauce, or Hollandaise 
sauce, into which leaves, when 
pulled, from stems, may be 
dipped. When leaves have all 
been eaten, remove the thistlelike 
portion (the choke) from _ the 
heart or bottom. The heart is 
considered the most delicate por- 
tion of the artichokes. Allow 
one small artichoke per serving.
